Legislators 
Cancel Clinics 


Governor Claude Kirk's in- 
augural announcement that he 
would call the legislature into 
special session to consider the 
new Florida constitution will 
have many reprocussions. 


The Legislative Council's! 
Committee on Agriculture 
which was scheduled to meet 
in Belle Glade Thursday, Jan. 
12 and the Palm Beach Legis- 
lative Delegation clinic which 
was scheduled to meet here on 
Jan. 23, have both been can- 
celed. 


Senator Jerry Thomas, a 
member of both groups said 
of the Palm Beach delegation, 
“It has been the policy of the 
delegation not to introduce any 
legislation of local application 
if same has not been properly 
presented at one of the clinics. 
This procedure affords the 
public maximum knowledge of 
such proposed legislation and 
gives our citizens an opport- 
wnity to respond to their leg- 
islators." The  cancelations 
have been made, Thomas said, 
in fairness to the public be- 
cause legislators do not know 
yet what is in store when they 
meet Monday, It is possible, he 
said, that the House and Sen- 
ate will appoint committees to 
study the constitution and re- 
port back to the legislature. 


The legislative clinics will 
be held in Palm Beach County, 
Thomas said, even if the dele- 
gation must hold them on week 
ends. One clinic will be held 
in the Glades, as previously 
scheduled, Thomas said. “We 
ourselves feel that we owe 
these clinics to the people of 
Palm Beach County,” he add- 
ed 


Thomas said he did not 
know at this time if the Leg- 
islative Councils Committee 
investigation soil depleting in 
the Lake Okeechobee area will 
be able to hold its meeting in 
the Glades. Here, Thomas 
said, he is the only member of 
the Committee from the area 
and other members will be 
busy holding their own legis- 
lative clinics. 


If possible, Thomas said, this 
committee will meet in the 
Glades. 


If such a meeting is impos- 
sible Thomas said, he would 
as a committee of one, in con- 
junction with the legislative 
clinics, try to gather as much 
information as possible to pre- 
sent to the agricultural com- 
nittee information on the pro- 
blem. 


The special session, Thomas 
said, is a logical idea in that 
many new members of the leg- 
islature are not aquainted with 
the planned revisions. Still, the 
revision commission has not 
yet finished its work and is 
planning an emergency meet- 
ing Saturday to prepare for the 
legislative session starting 
Monday. 


Agreement on the revised 
constitution is doubtful be. 
cause of the 75 per cent ma- 
jority needed to but it-on the 
ballot, Thomas said. However 
the constitution's passage now 
would "be beneficial especially 
to such groups as the govern- 
mental study commission in 
Palm Beach which will find it 
easier to work without re- 
vision pending.

The total tax assessment of 
these units was $13,918,520.91 in 
1960 and $38,042,972.59 in 1966. 
This increase may or may not be 
in proportion to the cost of doing 
busin in private industry. The 
question is; are we getting dollar 
value for our tax money? 

In order to make an objective 
study of what has happened one 
should consider each taxing unit 
individually. For example taxing 
units range from an increase of 350 
per cent for the Board of Public 
Instruction and a 58 and one-third 
pent decrease for the Port of 

alm Beach. These percentage fig- 
ures alone may not represent the 
degrees of efficiency with which 
the units are operating. 

While taxes are necessary and 
desirable up to a point it is im- 
portant to give consideration to the 
point of dimniishing returns. 

Contrary to what appears to 
be a common thought the answer 
isnot in demanding that the State 
and Federal governments be asked 
to carry the tax burden. 

How and by whom is the pro- 
blem to be studied? In some com- 
munities there are tax payers asso- 
ciations but these are inclined to 
be dominiated by hot headed radi- 
cals who apparently conceive of 
their responsibility as being to 
complain and find fault. 

ast year a committee of the 
Palm Beach County Resources De- 
velopment board made a start at 
studying the tax situation and 
brought about the reduction of 
some $4,000,000.00 M the assess- 
ment made by the Board of Public 
Instructions.

It’s Big Business 
Florida’s fourth-biggest indus- 

try may be political campaigning. 

Gov.-elect Claude Kirk has just 
revealed that it cost him.and his 
backers $550,210 to win the $27,500 
-a-year job in Tallahassee. That 
sounds like big money, but it was 
really only peanuts compared to 
the spending of his less successful 
opponents. 

Miami Mayor Robert King 
High, who lost to Kirk in the gen- 
eral election, had spent $838,627 
as of early November. His final re- 
port isn’t in yet, but it may be ex- 
pected to run well over $1 million. 

Former Sen. Seott Kelly, who 
was defeated by High in the first 
Democratic primary and later 
teamed with him in the second pri- 
mary, spent $474,626. And Gov. 
Haydon Burns, seeking to extend 
his two-year term into six years, 
topped them all with an outlay of 
$1,429,084. 

Altogether, the six candidates 
who hit the campaign trail early 
fie year spent more than $3.3 mil- 
lon. 

That's big business, any way 
you look at it. But it isn't the kind 
of business Florida has been look- 
ing for. Recent legislative efforts 
have been directed toward cutting 
down on this kind of spending. Ob- 
viously, they haven't worked.

Economy Wanted — Not Promises 


The public should be for- 
given if it views President 
Johnson's promise to reduce 
federal spending by several 
billion dollars with consider- 
able skepticism. After all, this 
isn't the first time American 
taxpayers have heard Mr. 
Johnson promise to cut back 
federal spending. 

No doubt some citizens will 
recall the early period in Mr. 
Johnson's administration when 
he was insisting that the lights 
be turned off in the White 
House and government offices 
in order to curb expenses. 
Some light switches were 
manipulated, but within months 
Mr. Johnson was proposing 
that billions be spent on Medi- 
care, the War on Poverty and 
other costly Great Society 
operations. 

Americans also will recall 
that Mr. Johnson appeared be- 
fore Congress and submitted 
what he called a “barebones” 
budget. Yet this same budget 
was ringed by layers of fiscal 
blubber, with enormous sums 
going to satisfy the appetite of 
American-brand socialists. 

if the American people, 
have to rely on presidential 
promises to cut spending, they 
will have a long wait in the 
poorhouse. Mr. Johnson, ac- 
cording to accurate critics, 
doesn't know what budget-cut- 
ting means. 

Mr. Johnson stresses the de- 
mands of the Viet Nam war, 
and these demands are truly 
great. But Mr. Johnson does 
not insist that the national 
budget be put on a war foot- 
ing. with non-essential spend- 
ing eliminated. For example, 
the administration pushed 
through Renticare in the last 
Congress. That is a, plan 
whereby the federal govern- 
ment subsidizes rent payments 
for supposedly under-privileg- 
ed citizens. An administration 
that seeks to spend money on 
Renticare can hardly be de- 
scribed as an administration 
that understands the meaning 
of the word frugality. 

Even if the Johnson admin- 
istration shaves $3 billion off 
the Dbdget, it is unlikely that 
will answer the nation's need 
for governmental economizing. 
While the White House talks 
of clipping the budget by $3 
billion, other government 
spokesmen indicated that the 
budget will grow enormously 
in other directions. 

Walter Heller, Mr. John- 
son's former economic advis- 
or, already has suggested that 
the deficit may range between 
$10 billion and $15 billion 
this year. 

Effective combat of the 
twin dangers of inflation and 
recession requires budget-cut- 
ting on a massive order, not on 
a token scale. Government 
operations are riddled with 
non-essential spending. For ex- 
ample, the federal government 
has more than 150 aid pro- 
grams for the states. It is bad 
business that the states should 
look to Washington for a solu- 
tion to all their problems. It 
is equally bad that Washing- 
ton should try to run state af- 
fairs by pumping money into 
state capitals, Surely, budge- 
tary axmen could have a field 
day on these programs. 

Foreign aid still remains a 
prime area for budgetary re- 
duction. Take the case of 
Egypt. For years, Egypt has 
been receiving millions of dol- 
Jars worth of free food from 
the United States. With this 
food available to feed its peo- 
ple, the Egyptian government 
had been in a position to wage 
war in the small Red Se 
country of Yemen. More re- 
cently, Egypt and other revo- 
lutionary Arab countries have 


been applying pressure against 
the more conservative Arab 
nations. Surely it is time for 
Mr. Johnson to cut off the 
supply of free food to the 
gressive Egyptians who 
working hand-in-hand 
the Soviets, 

Federal urban renewal pro- 
grams have absorbed tax funds 
in large quantities, It is time 
that these programs be closed 
down and that cities be req; 
ed to undertake their owa re- 
newal programs with ¿nal 
funds or through the agency 
of private enterprise. Recent- 
ly, David Rockefeller, a lead- 
ing U. S. banker, pointed out 
that the rebuilding of cities is 


are 
with 


a task for private enterprise, 
But the Johnson administra- 
tion doesn't want to cut federal 
spending in this field, Yet if 
frugality is to prevail in Amer- 
ica, the federal government will 
have to get out of fields in 
which it doesn't belong. Mere 
token cuts are not the answer. 


A real initiative in saving is 
not likely to come from the 
White House, simply promises 
and public relations gimmicks. 
The cost-cutting job will have 
to be done by Congress. Fort- 
unately, the augmented con- 
servatives in Congress should 
be able to make a start on 


the-job,

Perhaps the most funda- 
mental and surely one of the 
most beneficial of the changes 
proposed applies to the Con- 
gress. They provide that terms 
of the members of the House 
be changed from two to four 
year terms and the maximum 
period for a congressman to 
serve be limited to three four- 
year terms. Senators would still 
serve six year terms but be 
limited to two terms. Thus in 
a practical application, the 
maximum period of service of 


both houses of Congress would 
be 12 years. 

It is doubtful that the found- 
ers of our country visualized 
life-time careers of office-hold- 
ing such as we see today, but 
rather as an interlude in a 
man's career, time he took out 
from his business or profes- 
sion to serve his country. 

When a man makes a life- 
time career of politics, too of- 
ten he becomes more of a po- 
litician than a statesman. His 
actions are geared to the next 
election rather than the na- 
tion’s welfare. Few persons re- 
tain their full health and men- 
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tal vigor in their 70's and 80's. 
We have cases in both the 
House and Senate where heads 
of important committees grew 
senile or became too ill to 
carry on their duties yet they 
continued to retain their posi- 
tions of power. 

The seniority rules of Con- 
gress are such that members 
of long tenure usually are men 
who head the committees 
through which all legislation 
must be funneled and many 
become virtual czars to the end 
that vital legislation that the 
people want is long delayed or 
even stopped cold because it
